Legislative Council passed a resolu- 
tion roqucBlinf; Govoinor Sojmour to 
take BlcpB, <' without dulny," to eccuro 
tbo admisaioD of Ibia Colony into the 
British North Ameriqan Oonfflderaoy; 
and up to the present time we are i> 
ontiroJgnor^ince of .ibo notion of His 
Exoellcricy-icl the' matter, nor ia there 
the slighlest indipntion that any steps 
have boon taicen at all with a view of 
aocomplisbing this bo much desired 
object, as exprosBod through the re- 
presontatives of llio people, as well 
aloo as in a more popular manner. 
Wo do not ovoilook the fact of the 
nocoHbit}' of a loasonablo liino being 
required to maturo a moasuro of such 
vital importauco lo the future vveil- 
boing of Uie cotintr}' ;, and besides, at 
tho tinio of Iho passing ol iho resolu- 
tion roforrod to tho prociso iiotiou 
noces?nry lo be laiicu by tho Govern-^ 
mont of this Colony in order to effect 
Union with Canada was not clearly 
undorstood ; biit, sinoe the Impeiial 
ant has boon publishod and prooleim- 
ed, tho twdo of action on oar part 
becotagi^oMBiJtaucUBimple, and there- 
fore, Governor Soymoar, in acting 
npoa.tho'- authority iOt :tho exprossod 
-wishoa of 'the Ijojgialativ'o Connbil — if 
ho had'''felt BCi'diBppsed— would have 
fuand>oo.'diffloujty iii having the pro< 
limin'arioa' so arraaged that at tho Qrai 
BossioD of tho Canadian ParlianQoui 
tho terms of our admission would have 
been otio of the first tnmsuros son- 
Eidorcd. inslead, however, of having 
done BO, wo have evorj' veusori to b-"^ 
liove that ho has willully dotujed and 
retarded the moiiauro which ho in good 
faith pledged himself lo perform.

As regards the wishes 
of the ponpio ot ihia Colony— outside 
of ibal-smalL oli^blObi.offioialdom at 
Now WostminBter— we will not insult 
tho intolllgonco of our readers by at. 
tempting an argument to show not 
only their willingness but thoir great 
impationco to bo among tho first of 
that band of Colooios which is to 
Btrotch from sea to soa and form an 
empire wh'oh is destinod to bocoino 
tho pride of tho world in presenting 
to tho nations of tho earth the freest 
and purest fo'-m of Govornmant yet 
known to man. Wo, thercfoie, do not 
hesitate to say that iurlhor delay in 
the m^ttof^op tbeparb of, Mr Seymour 
would be au outrage upon the liberties 
of a 'p'ooplis 'who' have ever reigarded 
tho p^jjIl^jffoSjOf a frpd ;Gbi^eriim_ent as 
their bir t bright too . gross to justify 
forbearance; tho time has fully ariiv- 
cd, iind even passed, when bo should 
have assembled his Council ; it behoves 
him, therefore, to convene tho Logisiatum 
at oiicc, in order that legal steps may be 
taken during liie |irc.senl session of the 
Canadian Parliament to bring to a sptedy 
and fiiiftl coiicliisioii the Union of British 
Columbia with tiic Canadian Domiiiiou — 
a measure not only greatly desired by the 
people of this Colony , but one which is 
onxionsly looked for by tlio Governinenls

the fibortness of time lu'Which legtsUtive 
action can be made available in effecting 
auion^doring the present year, and the 
seeiuing.indilFcreDoe of OoTornor Seymour 
in] the matter, we think it behoves tho 
leading men in the Colony to adopt such 
(uensnres as will convinco his Ezcellencj 
of the necessity of yielding at once to tho 
pressing and aerioas demands of thoso 
oveT whom he has been appointed to ad- 
minister Government by n sovereign who 
has long since learned lo regard the will 
or the people as the highest power ia the 
land.
